J n Ag*' Young urged hi- poi ut that the 
doctor had -aid the bullet went in the 
woman*' eve and wanted to change it 
the next day. The doctor in dated that In* 
'imply answered the question, 
“I'li’t it true that yon* after a confer­ 
ence with l><vtor Ikirt, Jr.. was satisfied 
of your error, and went to the newspaper 
office and had it changed?” 
“ No, s i r . ” 


“ Was there a stenographer to take 


y o u r evidence Sunday.'1” 
“No, sir.” 
Judge Young and Mr Speaker had a 
tilt over a question, and the Doctor was 
asked when the testimony was read to 
him. 
He said on Sunday. 
Judge Smith allowed the Doctor to 
look over the statement he signed, with 
the privilege of changing it. 
He said 
that when Doctor came iii he said s h e 
was shot in the eye, and that was taken 
for granted until the autopsy. 
He had 
been up all night, amidid not notice it 
when it was read to him. 
“I was at Mrs Robison’s bedside be­ 
fore her death, and saw- a portion of the 
post mortem. 
I found a wound alxive 
the ear and one above the eve. 
At the 
first appearance one would think the 
bali entered the eye. 
I remarked if 
would require the removal of that 
portion of the skull to show- the direction 
from which the ball came.” 
A piece of bone wrapped in a bloody 
handkerchief was show-n the doctor, and 
a skull was produced. He showed where 
the bullet faltered, and how it came 
through the eye. The examination of 
the doctor was severe. 
All sorts of 
questions were asked, each of which 
was met with a 
clear, 
intelligent 
answer. 
“Death was caused by a clot aud 
hemorrhage,” said the doctor. 
Judge Young was sharp in his cross ex­ 
amination. “I found the bullet lying by 
tho trunk in th*1 room while the autopsy 
was in progress. It had struck the win­ 
dow casing about the height of my 
shoulder from the floor 
Tuesday or 
Wednesday I talked with the other 
doctors about the wound. The bullet 
did not enter straight, but at an angle. 
It had a slight inclination. 
It did not 
strike the skull at a right angle ” 
The piece of Mrs. Robison's skull 
formed the basis of an argument which 
lasted almost ail hour. 
J u d g e Young 
picked up the revolver aud handing it 
to tin* doctor wanted him to abow how 
the shot was fired. 
The doctor refused. 
“Supjxise she grabbed the revolver; 
might not the wound have been made 
in that way,” asked the judge, he and 
Attorney Orosshaus giving a 
living 
picture in example. 
The doctor could 
not see it that way. The whole matter 
was a surprise to the defense, the skull 
having beeu carefully concealed for 
weeks. 
“ Where have you been Mr. Bryan?” 
asked Judge Young of the fireman. 
You are expected to stay here.” 
The witness had nothing new to offer. 
after identifying the penknife and putty 
knife and was cross examined. 
Fireman McMilleu told the same story 
identifying the putty knife, and describ­ 
ing the action of Robison when he 
pulled the knife from his pocket, declar­ 
ing that McMillen could not take a joke. 
The story was changed but little in 
cross examination. 
Annie Pollet said that she was mar­ 
ried and lived in Allegheny for 30 years. 
She knew Zach Robison for seven or 
eight years, and often went to their 
house. 
“The last time I was there was the 
first week in April. 
She washed and 
ironed and he was doing nothing. 
I 
was there six years ago when they lived 
on Duquesne heights. 
They had some 
trouble. 
He had been drinking, and 
she begged him to stop drinking. 
I 
went upstairs and she called me down, 
and told me he was going to shoot her. 
He had a revolver and said, ‘I’ll fix her. 
/ ii shoot her.’ He wanted drink, and he 
went after it, and I got the revolver. 
I 
have often heard him threaten to smash 
her.” 
‘Wasn't she big enough to spank 
him ?” asked Judge Young. 
“She was.” 
Judge Young asked a lot of questions, 
developing that the witness had known 
Robison for years. 
She often went to 
their house, and at the solicitation of 
Mrs. Robison went to stay with them, 
often remaining a week at a time, be­ 
cause his wife believed he was not 
dangerous 
when 
other people were 
around. 
“I went once and fotuid him on a 
spree, having been drunk two weeks. 
He called here several times, and she 


refii'-'d to get him drink 
He t ursed 
her. 
I went up stair.*, and in five min­ 
ute.' she called me down. 
He had a 
r* volver» but wouldn’t shoot in front of 
anyone. 
I could never forget the lan­ 
guage. Mr*. Robison carried til*' pocket- 
l *x>k, but I never saw him give her a 
cent. 
She Inmghf his whisky and 
a 
tobacco. She only drank when he forced 
her to take it. 
I was th* re in April, 
and saw Zach. Tom and Mrs. Robison 
were also there. 
Robison was drinking 
and growling most of the tine . 
I was 
there in March, but I did not see Stew­ 
art. 
Robison had been drinking. I was 
there in January when Stewart was 
there. 
Mrs. Robison introduced me to 
Stewart. 
Stewart and Robison drank 
together. 
Mrs Robsion w as aho drink- j 
mg, but was not drunk.” 
Fireman Peterson supported the testi­ 
mony of the other officers. 
Kila M. Jones, a sister of Mrs. Robi- j 
son. was a neatly dressed young girl 
who lives in Beaver. 
She said : 
“ Mrs Robison was 37 years old. and 
married Robison 15 years ago. 
He had 
lK»en married before and had three 
boys. 
She is married. 
I am employed 
at Beaver college. 
I have only visited 
them four times, and she only came 
home once in ten years. 
They seemed 
to get along, only that she did the work­ 
ing 
Nothing occurred to indicate that 
there was trouble. 
No symptoms of, 
jealousy appeared.” 
— 
“ How old was your sister when she 
was first married,” came from Judge 
Young. 
The witness was too young to 
know. 
She was divorced. 
She came 
home often while living with her first 
husband. 
She was not allowed to come 
home. 
“I ani marri«»d. 
My name is Kila 
Fish. 
I separated from my husband a 
year ago. 
After visiting l i e r I went to 
Sheridan V ille . 
Stewart was there.” 
Mrs. Weigand was recalled by the 
prosecutor. 
“ Was you present at Robison’s home 
when Dave was there, and Mr. and Mr*. 
Robison had some difficulty ?” 
“Yes, sir.” 
“ When was it ?” 
“Fiv or six years ago. 
Dave told his 
father that day if he was in his place he 
would get a whip that was there and use 
it on Mrs. Robison.” 
“I ask thut that be stricken out,” said j 
Judge Young. 
“Di«l the husband say anything?” 
asked Judge Smith. 
“No; lie got the whip.” 
Judge Young laughed, aud withdrew 
his objection. 
Uncross examination Young asked: j 
“Did Robison use the whip?” 
“Not that I saw.” 
“ What condition were you aud Mrs. 
Robison in that day. 
Were you sol>er?” j 
“ Yes sir.” 
• 
“ Were you and Mrs. Robison at the 
Cleveland races V ' 
“Nosir, I was not at the Cleveland 
races ” 
“ Were you and Mrs. Robison at any 
race when Stewart was there?” 
“No. 
I would not know the man if 
I should see him.” 
Court adjourned at this point until 9 
o’elock this morning. 
Court opened at 9 :30 o’clock this 
morning with no crowd beyond a few 
witnesses. 
It was confidently expected 
that the state would complete its side 
before noon.

Farmer, who was recalled to explain all 
there was to be explained of the plot of 
the room where the tragedy occurred. 
The cross examination by Judge Young 1 
was vigorous. 
Edward Blackburn, the barber, was 
recalled and shown the letter taken from J 
Robison’s valise and supposed to have 
beeu written by Mrs. Robison. They j 
were examined by Judge Young, who 
objected. 
Mr. Speaker explained they 
were to show the relation between hus­ 
band aud wife. 
“ Where did you get these letters?” 
asked Judge Snrtth. 
“ In the satchel.” 
“Did anyone else have access to the 
valise?”

“Yes.” 
“The objection is that they are irreve- 
lant,” said Judge Young. 
Judge Hmith overruled the objection 
and Judge Young noted an exception. 
The letters were published exclusively 
in the N e w s R e v i e w after the murder, j 
The letter which Robison had when 
the crime was committed formed a bone 
of contention. 
George Weigand was called to the 
stand, and when shown the letter identi­ 
fied it. 
He was positive it began “My 


Dear Darling,” and wa- -mbarra-'ed 
when Judge Young show cd him it begun 
“ My Darling ” 
This, however, did not bring out a 
great deal, and Robert Donaldson was

and jury could stay through a six hour 
session, witnesses certainly could stay 
about tile court house.

With Robert Donaldson, Prosecutor 
Speaker announced that the state would 
rest, and the defense took up its side. 
Judge Young presented in evidence the 
statement of Mrs. Robison The mother 
of the accused. 
It was given in the 
N e w s R e v i e w , yesterday, and states 
that Robison was afflicted from child­ 
hood, and the whole generation had suf­ 
fered from nervous diseases. 
W. R. McCord testified that he afc- 
tetided the inquest as clerk. He said that 
the witnesses were sworn aud tin* state­ 
ment of the witnesses were signed. 
The prosAHjutor objected to the original 
statements being submitted, siuoeit was 
taken bv Mayor Gilbert, who was not. the 
coroner. The document was not ad­ 
mitted, and Judge Young noted an ex­ 
ecution. 
.Judge Young read the statement of 
®|rs. Weigand, and fin* witness testified 
that it was as sin* had given it. 
The cross exam i nut iou developed that 
McCord was not a shorthand writer, and 
no changes had been made iii the testi­ 
mony after witnesses at the inquest 
signed the statements. 
Doc Howard, the obi soldier, so well 
knowu in East Liverpool, testified thufc 
he knew Zach Robison when lie was a 
boy at Beallsville, Pa.

culiar sort of a boy, aud had a fierce 
look iii his eye. 
After the war I went 
back to Beallsville. 
On April 34 I saw

Tom Robison, son of the accused, was 
the next witness. He is a pleasant faced 
lad, and talked as though he meant 
every word he said : 
“My father, Alice and I lived together. 
I have lived with them IO years.

fore that I lived with my grandmother. 
Father was married to Alice Robison 14 
years ago. 
I have been painting seven 
years. 
Having work from eight to nine 
months in a year. I have contributed to 
the support of the family as much as $30 
a pav. 
My father was a painter, and 
got as high as $12.75. 
He worked for

When 
he 
secured 
his 
money he took it home aud gave it to 
his wife. It was his custom as long as 
I can remember. 
He used tobacco, but 
she bought that for him, as well as his 
clothes. 
My father’s health was good 
until a year ago, when he gradually got 
melancholy. 
I noticed it in his walk. 
He stooped over, and 
never looked 
around.

fciou when his answer would be some­ 
thing entirely different. He would com­ 
plain in the morning because he could 
not sleep at night. On these mornings 
his eyes would be bloodshot and swelled,

Hut our desire, Mr. Editor, is to particu­ 
larly call the attention of your readers to 
tile condition of one of these “ stink 
holes,” near Sixth, on Commerce, which 
is fed and maintained by a citizen, a 
property holder, and one who should at 
least have pride enough to keep his 
premises free from the conditions com­ 
plained of. But not so. In open and fla­
